NEW PRESIDENT 


Calgary Man Chosen as 
Head of United Farm- 
of Alberta. 


——— 


CONVENTION FOR 
VOTES FOR WOMEN 


Endorse a Resofution Call- 
ing for Compulsory 
Hail Insurance. 


W. J. Tregillus ,of Calgary, is the 
hew president of the United Farmers 
of Alberta, The annual convention of 
that crganization yesterday afternoon 
selected him to succeed James Bower, 
of Red Deer, the latter declining to 
make the race again. The/conven- 
tion's choice came in the nature of a 
promotion for Mr, Tregillus, who for 
the past year has been vice-president 
of the association. His competitor in 
the contest for highest honors at the 
hands of the farmers was Db, W. 
Warner, a veteran tiller of the soil, 
who now resides in Edmonton, 

Nominations for president came up 
after the reading af a report from 
Secretary Fream on direct legislation, 
and urging the initiative ,referendum 
and recall as a means of fyprthering 
the agricultural Interests of the prov- 
ince. The snap and vim with which 
the nominations were made indicated 
that the delegates were keenly alive 
to the need of choosing a good man 
for the place ,and each candidate was 
called upon for a few remarks, 


New President for Direct Legislation, 

Mr. Tregillus declared he wauld do 
as he had always done—work for the 
best interests of the association, <A 
delegate asked where he stood on 
political action by the farmers, Sec- 
retary Fream, who acted as chairman 
while a president was being elected, 
raled the question out of order, hold- 
ing that politics sheuld not enter into 
the matter. Another delegate inquir- 
ed what Mr, Tregillus’ views Were on 
direct legislation, 

“I am president of the Direct Legis- 
lation League in Calgary," he replied. 
“That will show where I stand.” 

Mr. Warner followed in a = short 
speech in which he promised to stand 
by what the organization wanted. He 
Was opposed to the assceciation enter- 
ing the field as a political organiza- 
tion, 

Mr. Warner Gives His Views, 

“We must first acquire the power 
to demand legislation favorable to 
the agricultural interests,” said Mr. 
Warner, “but to go into politics might 
prove disastraus, We want to secure 
pledges from candidates in support of 
the initiative and referendum, If they 
refuse to pledge themselves, then we 
may nominate third party men for 
office.” 

Ovation for President Bower. 

President Bower, who, owing to ill 
health, had not presided at the cen- 
vention since Tuesday, was called on 
and received an ovation as he strode 
to the platform, the entire convention 
joining in the demonstration. Presi- 
cent Bower was overcome with eme- 
tion ahd for some few minutes elapsed 
before he was able to proceed, Al- 
though his name had been formally 
presented for re-election, President 
Bower reiterated his statement to the 
conventicn on the opening day that he 
would not run again. He admonished 
the delegates to be careful what they 
did, Intimations that he had dabbled 
in partisan politics was emphatically 
denied by President Bower. During 
his talk reference was made to “scenes 
behind the ‘curtain,’ and “wheels 
within wheels,” and as he resumed his 
seat ,a delegate wanted him to eluci- 
date these  asperations. President 
Bower was about to reply when a 
point of crder was raised and sustain- 
ed by the chair. 

Delegates Herbert, Jackman, Swain 
and Campbell were appointed as seru- 
tineers. While the balloting was in 
progress, M. E. Bly read a report on 
hail insurance jto which the conven- 
tion gave close attention. In the course 
of his remapks Mr, Sly paid a high 
tribute to the ability and resourceful- 
ness cf Secretary Fream, who, he de- 
clared ,was a valuable man to the 
farmers’ organization, 

Tregillus Elected President, 

The number of votes each cundidate 
received was not announced. Secre- 
tary Fream simply introduced Mr. 
Tregillus as president of the United 
Farmers for the year 1912, Mr, Warn- 
er moved that the election be ma 
unanimous, and it was promptly car 
ried, 

An amendment to the canstitution 
was offered making Mr. Bower a life | 
honorary president of the association 
and ex-officlo member of the board 
of directors. The amendment was 
adopted by rising vate, accompanied 
by three cheers, at the conclusion of 
which the delegates sang, “He's a 
Jolly Good Fellow,”

ITALIANS WAVE HAD 
HARD TIME IN TRIPOLI 


Officers and Men Writing Home to 
Friends Say Many Reported Vic- 
tories Were Reverses—War Has 
Been Costly and New Treasury Is- 

+ sue ts Now Necessary, 


Rome, Jan, 17.—Letters from 
Italian officers and men serving with 
the invading army in Tripoli receiv- 
ed by their friends in Italy,  des- 
cribe in detail the extremely = un- 
pleasant position of the Italian troops 
at the front. 

-Fights which Have been claimed as 


‘Italian victories tn official advions 


irom the commander-in-chief of the 
Italian expedition, are said by the 
correspondents to have been re- 
verses, 

The Italians appear to pe suffering 
more severely in the vicinity of 
Derna than at other points. ; The 
troops who were engaged in protect- 
ing the engineers employed in the 
construction of aqueducts to bring 
Water into the town have frequent 
furious engagements with the Turks 
and their Arab allies, Detachments 
of the latter ma@ke harrassing  at- 
tacks on the Italian outposts day 
after day One Itallan officer writ- 
ing to his father says that the 
Itallan army hag lost a large number 
of men in these engagements. An- 
other letter from a private says that 
in one battle regiments of Grenadiers 
and Gersaglieri were nearly wiped 
out, Still another letter says that 
the [tali€ns on one occasion ran out 
of ammunition while the Turks and 
Arabs, well supplied, succeedeq in 
killing and wounding 100 of the 
Italian soldiers, many of whom were 
mere boys who in their panic cried 
for their mothers 

(Italy has already spent $20,900,000 
to carry on her war, an average of 
$5,000,000 a month. Or this sum 
about two-thirds is provided out of 
the budget surpluses of the Jast two 
liscal years, The remainder and the 
future cost are to be met by means 
of treasury bonds. It is thought 
that about $150,000,000 can be re- 
“lized by this means, without resort- 
ing to extra taxation. 

The Popolo Romano, a semi-offi 
celal organ, has gathered expressions 
of opinion from seceres of prominent 
poliicians on the advisability of re- 
newing the triple alliance, On the 
whole they favor continuing the pre- 
seni arrangement with Germany and 
Australia, The general public is 
opposed to the alliance, hut it is not 
likely that the people generally will 
be consulted

ON RAILWAY CO. 


Coroner’s Jury Bring in 
Find on Christmas Eve 
Accident. 


OVERCROWDING AND 
EXCESSIVE SPEED 


Offer a Number of Recom- 
mendations for Safer 
Operation. 


Toronto, Jan, 17—After deliberating 
over two heurs, the jury hearing evi- 
dence into the Christmas eve street 
car horror returned the verdict at mid- 
night . it places the blame to some 
extent on the Toronto street railway 
cunpany, 

That Jessie Deacon came to her 
death on December 24, 1911, by be- 
ing thrown trom and crushed under 
car No, 1602, which was overthrown 
at the corner of King and St, Lawrencs 
streets, Toronto, thai said car was 
owned and operated by the Toronto 
Hallway company, that the oerturning 
of the said car was caused by (1) be- 
ing heavily weighted, due to over- 
crowding; (2) by the excessive rate of 
speed, caused by the failure of the 
motorman to control said car, owing to 
the temporarily demoralization of the 
air brakes, said excessive rate of speed 
being due to acceleration acquired by 
the motorman of the said car coming 
down the grade eastward from the in- 
tersection of King and Queen streeta,

ALASKA DEMANDS 1 


ORMS 


Asks for Self Government and Develop- 
ment of Territory. 


Valdes, Jan. 16—The Alaska non- 
partizan convention closed its sessions 
here last night by adopting unani- 
mously a platform declaring that the 
question of paramount importance to 
the 40,000 former citizens of the United 
States now residing tn Alaska, is that 
of the right to govern themselves and 


regulate thelr local affairs, and de. 
manding the same rights of self-gov- 
ernment that have been accorded to 


every othtér territory of American 
itizenship, and the abolition of far- 
distant buresaveratic government 

The present report enphasises the 
vital need of rail trarsportation to 
develop Alaska’s resources, and recom- 
mends governmental construction and 
operation of a railroad from tidewater 
to the Yukon River; asks for speedy 
openings of coal lands, and their oper- 
ation both by the governmental super- 
Vision on a Uberal leasing system; de- 
mands reform of the destructive fish- 
ery metheds, and the imposing of a 
reasonable tax upon the canners pay- 
able only in cash; urges the abolition 
of forest reserves in the third division; 
demands the extension of the Inter. 
state Commerce Commission's jurisdic- 
tion to Aluska advocates an appro- 
priation of at least one million dollars 
annually for ten years for further de- 
velopment of the road and trail system 
advocates the creation of a separate 
land district comprising the third dl- 
vision of Alaska and the use of all 
Alaska public land rights for road and 
school funds: favors quarantine regul- 
ations: care of destitute; a lighthouse 
in Prince Willlam Sound, and the ex-
